SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled computer printout also known as Email To Lake Lorraine, Lorraine, 
Lorraine is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The untitled computer printout is a three page short story printed onto A4 size white 
paper. It is preceded by an email message about the sensitive content of the story. 
The story itself is about the author's experience of working for a funeral home. He is 
assigned various duties including undressing the corpses that arrive at the home. On 
the author's last day the corpse of a young woman is brought in which sexually 
arouses the author. He relishes undressing her and makes sexualised observations 
about her body as he removes each of her garments. The author uses the woman's 
hand to caress his crotch and inserts his fingers into her vagina. The risk of being 
caught leads the man to masturbate himself to ejaculation in a toilet rather than 
engage in vaginal intercourse with the woman. 

The untitled computer printout promotes and supports sexual conduct with the body of 
a dead person. It does this by explicitly and salaciously describing the author's sexual 
activity with the woman's corpse. The author adds that he did not feel guilt or remorse 
for defiling her corpse and believes the circumstances were such that they were only 
made possible by an act of God. 

The computer printout is deemed objectionable by virtue of it promoting and supporting 
a section 3(2) criterion of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. 
Section 3(2) is inconsistent with and overrides s14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990. 
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
